disposed cf by the proprietors at prices cot exceeding
ceventy-fiv- e per centum npon the cost oi production, or
wi bin a maximum to be fixed by the Secretary or War un-
der fucb regulation as he may prescribe ; and it ii further
provided, i hat if the proprietor of any each manufactur-
ing establishments shall be shown, upon ev dence to be

A small pro-
portion of our army ouly was engaged, not more than
25,000 men at f irtbest. Burcside rates bis own force
engaged at 40,000. It was certainly doable that figure.
Bumside writes that he lost but 5 000 men General
Armtead, of tbe Confederate service took tbe precau-
tion to count tbe dead bodies left on the field by the
Yankees, and they were ratber more than 3,500. Tbis
was on Tuesday, after the Yankees had employed two
whole days ia burying. At the lowest calculation, then,
we must have killed at least 5,000 of their men, and
tbis mny be what Bumside means when be Fays bis !os3
was 5.000. The wounded, after a battleusually etand
to the dead in the proportion cf five to one. so that 25,-00-0

of the Yankees must have been wounded, and their
whole- - Irss, exclusive of 1,300 prisoners, mu3t have
been 30 000 men. Any person who saw tbe field of
batt!e and Fredericksburg after the retreat, would readi
ly' credit tbis estimate.

At the place where Gea. Cobb was killed, within
the enclosure ol a stone fence, a regiment of b s brigade
was posted.

k vaeuatlon of St. Simon's Island.
We ailuit d, a few days since, to a report that the

Yankees had abandoned some of the islands on our
eoa&. We learn that they have evacuated St. Simon's
Island. The force on the island comprised some threa
hundred whites and two hundred negroes, who, it seems,
on learning tbat Capt. Hazrd, with bis corps of Rau--

gits bad nearly completed his arrangements for an at
tack on tnem, suddenly embarked on a couple of gun-
boats, and left the place. A faithful negro by the name
of Henry, belonging to Capt. Hzzard, who had volun
teered to remain on the isla od and protect his masur 8
property, being suspected by the Yankees of having
rendered assistance to Capt. Hazzard io a previous raid
on tbe island, (an account of which we published, in the
Iew8,) was arrestea by them shortly after that afliir,
chained and placed in one tf their gUDboats, whera be
was kept for three week3. Henry was afterwards placed
under a strong guard od shore. Re says tbat through
the agency of negro spies, tbe Yankees kept a clcse
watch oo tbe movements of (Japt. Hazzard a corps, and
tbat large rewards were offered the negroes who knew
tbe Captain to kill bim.

On last 1 bursday week they sent over spies io the
neighborhood of the Altamaha, who returned with the
intelligence tbat Capt. Hazzard had a boat expedition
nearly ready to make an attack on tbe Island. Henry
says the information caused the utu ost consternation on
tbe St. Smons. Tbe Governor, as the Yankee com
mander is called, immediately summoned the negroes
together and made a speech to them, in which be told
them that tbe intention of Capt, Hazzard a men wa? to
kill every living soul on the Island : tbat the white
troops bad to leave to attack Charleston ; tbat they
could not bold tbe Island and that every negro must
leave it immediately. Tbe same night tbe negroes
were huddled on board tl e two gunboats in tbe greatest
confusion, in tbe midst of which Henry effected his es-

cape from his guards, and made his way on tbe wreck
ot a boat to bis master at Camp Clinch. Henry says
tbe Yankees bad, previous to tbe news cf Capt. Haz- -

zird's contemplated attack, no intention of leaving the
Island, every acre of which, they said, was to be plant
ed with cotton next season. He savs he learned from
heir conversation that it was the intention of the Abo- -

itionists to attack Charleston by land and wattr
shortly.

Tbe Island, which served as a convenient rendezvous
for runaway negroes, is now entirely abandoned, the
Yankifs leaviog only one gunboat to guard the bar
gainst blockade runners. Capt. Hazzard has annoyed

tbe Yankees very much on the Island, having kilbd
some fifteen negroes and Yankees in his former raid
upon them. He has certa nly done good service to tbe
cause in making the place too hot to bold tbem.

Tlie Slaughter at Fredericksburg.
The army correspordent of tbe Savannah Republi

can, writing after the late battle on the Kappahaunock,
says :

I went over the ground this morning, and the dead
still remaining there, after two-thir- ds of them bad been
removed, lay twice as thick as upon any other battlef-

ield I have ever seen. On a piece of ground not ex-

ceeding two hundred yards square, it is estimated tbat
tbe enemy left between thirteen and fourteen hundred
dead ! Allowing five wounded for every one man
killed (tbe usual proportion.) and it would be safe to

down their loss in killed and wounded on this
Cut square of two hundred yards at 6,500 ! Tbe
blood may stiil be seen in puddles on tbe ground, as in
a butcher's pen, aad the way along which their wound-
ed were carried back into tbe town is still red with
blood, notwithstanding tbe rain this morning.

Just in front of our line is a thin plank fence, behind
which tbe enemy sought shelter as they advanced up
tbe hill. Some of tbe planks in this fence were literally
shot away from the posts to which they were naikd,
and one can hardly place bis band upon any part of

them without covering a dczrn builgt coles. At tne
foot of tbe stone wall behind which tbe Confederates
tought, thousands of flattened musket balls may be
seen, whilst the hills behind it have been converted into
a partial lead mine.

The same correspondent writes cf the appearance ot
Fredericksburg :

I have often read tbe scenes attending the sacking of
a city, but was never able to realize tbe full import oi
the term until this mornicg when I rode into Freder
icksburg. The number of houses destroyed by fire is
not so great as at first reported, but otherwise tbe ruin
is complete. Chimneys were knocked down, roofs torn
away, j;reat gaps made ia tbe wall, streets barricaded,
'.urniture hacked to pieces or used for firewood, store
houses opened and rifled of their contents, table ware

Lnokn, matresses taken into tbe streets and alleys for
the vandals to sleep upon, books, paintings and locking
glasses scattered over the ground, provisions consumed.
cellars ransacked, and tbe enclosures around private re
sidences and lots p i lied down and used for firewood or
to rest upon. There is hardly a structure in the wtole
city tbat does not bear some traces of the feat ful strug-
gle in the streets and suburbs. Tbe floor cf many ol
the houses into which tbe wounded were takea are cov
ered with blood, and in some instances tbe dead stHl it- -

main in the silent chambers, their eyes fixed iu death,
yet glaring wildly up at blackened and blood-staine- d

walls. A few of tbe inhabitants concealed themselves- -

in cellars, and now and then they may be seen timidly
peeping out from their biding places, or flitting across
the streets like mysterious shadows. Tbe churches and
better descriptions of buildings seem to have been the
mark of the enemy's spite. But nothing escaped their
furv. and it will be a long wbila before tbe town can
recover from the terrible ordeal through which it baa
passed.

The
Southern Confederacy looks upon it simply as a portion of a
concerted movement on the part of the enemies af the Gov-

ernment North and South, to have one of the most efficient
and able Genera a removed from a position where he is
doing perhaps more damage to tbe rebel cause than any
other connected with the Federal Government. Tbe
Chronicle abuses the New York Herald aud TVbr'd for their
slanders of Butler, and considers the proclamation only
another instance of the desperation of the rebel cause.

The Philadelphia Inquirer admita a loss of twelve thou-

sand three hundred in the battle of Fredericksburg of
whem eleven hundred were killed. The Richmond En-

quirer's correspondent saya, on undoubted authority, cur
ioe- - waa fourteen hundred and ninety on our left, and nine
hundred on our right to say nothing of the centre.

FROM VICKSBURG- - FIGHTING THREE DAYS THE
YANKEES REPULSED EACH TIME.

Vicxsbcbo, Dec. 30, 1862.
On Satmdiy the enemy made four desperate attempta to

force our lines on the Chicha&aw Bayou, a distance of
about ten miles from thia city, bnt were repulsed with
heavy loss each time. Our loss was slight.

The 17th Loui-ian- a greatly distingaished itself, repuJs'cg,
unaided, the assault of three full Regiments of Yankees.

On Sunday morning the enemy again advanced on our
lines and were repulsed with heavy loss. All the troopa
behaved gailan'.ly, but special mention is made of the 23th
and 17th Louisiana Regiments' the former Regiment main-

taining ita ground all day against greatly supeiior forces.
Our loss on Fun day was, in tbe 17th Louisiana, one killed
and two wounded ; 8th Tennessee, 4 killed and 6 wounded
Capt. C. A. Genly among the killed; the 17h Tennessee, 2

killed and 2 mortally wounded ; 8 h Tennessee, 1 killed and
none wounded. One tf Gen 1 Lee a couriers bad his leg
shot off. WaSord's Light Artillery lost 1 't killed. No
particulars of th casualties iu the other Regiments.

On Monday afternoon eight thousand of the enemy ad-- ,

vanced on the right wing,in the vicinity ot Chickasaw Bayou,

to atoim the works, but were mowed down in large num-

bers, and upwards of four hundred prisoners were taken,
with flne stand of colors. The enemy were driven back

to their boats, and afterwards sent in a flag of truce for per-

mission to bnry their dead, under which some of the pris-

oners escaped.
The fighting still continuea all day with no important re

sults. Tbe fighticg of our troops was aplendid. The 28th

Louisiana again immortalized itself for its gallant manner
in action during tie battie.

Our casualties in yesterdays fight waa small.
Thia morning firing ia heard in the same direction, ard it

is supposed the enemy have again advanced to storm our

works. Tbe soldiers are eager to meet the enemy and are
determined to conquer or die.

The Yankee prisoners state that they are commanded by
Gen. Morgan.

Severe fighting is going on now. I will send you the par
ticulara after it is over.

The enemy have destroyed the Vicksburg, Shreveport &

Texas Railroad, aa far aa Delphi, La., a distance of 38

miles. The bridges over the Texas and Macon Road are
also said to have been burned. The town of Delphi ia re
ported totally deetrove.

STORM OUR WORK5, AND ABE BEP0LSED WITH

tempted to storm our lines again this morning, but af er a
aevere combat were repulsed with terrible losa. No fur-

ther particulars at present. The loss of the enemy is said
to be about 300 killed and wounded and 400 prisoners. Our
loss ia about 50 killed and wounded.

They distinctly saw large bodies of men march-
ing behind the advancing columns with fixd bayonets,
evidently forcing them into battle. Ou more than one
occ? aion they saw the officers fire on their own men,
and repeatedly they saw tbem riding alter and en-

deavoring to bring tbem up. Little idea bad we of the
tremendous defeat we had inflicted on the enemy.

The battles of the war have hitherto been fought in
the woods. The battle cf Fredericksburg, like Euro-
pean battles, was fought in a clear space, which migbt
be taken in at a single glance. It formed the grandest
panorama ever witnessed on this continent. It con-
tinued after nightfall, and the long line of fire was visi-
ble for miles around. It was one of the most sublime
sights it is possible to conceive.

From llie Black water.

Not CDntent with breaking up the election for a mem-

INVALIDS, OFFICERS OF GOVERNMENT, CLERKS, ETC.
1. The Congress cf the Confederate States of America do

enact, rhat ail persons who shall oe held unfit for military
service in tbe Held by reason ot boauy or menial incapacity
or imbecility, unaer rules to be piccrmed oy tne fceoreta--

ry of War, tbe vice I r. sden'-- of the confederate Elates;
the officers, judicial and executive, or tbe Confederate
and State Governments, including postmasters appointed
by the President and aonfirmed by the Fcuate, and such
elerks ia tbeir offices as are allowed by tfce Postmaster-Genera- l,

and now employed, and excluding all other postmas
ters, tbeir assistants and clerks ; ana except sncn otate
officers as tbe several btates mav cave aeciarea, o may
heraafter declare, by law to be liable to militia duty ; the
members of both Houses of the congress ot tne conieae-rrt-e

States, and of the . Legislatures of the several StateB,
and thei respective officers; ell clerks now in the offices

f the Confederate and State Governments, authorized by
law, receiving salaries or fees.

YOLUHTEKR TBOOPS.

All vo'uateer troops heretofore raised by any Sta'e sinrte
tbe passage of an act entitled " An act further to provide
for the public defenc," approved April 16 h, 18o2, while
Mich troops shall be in active burvice under frtate authority,
provided tbat this exemption r hall not apply to any person
who was liable to be al'ed into eeivice by virtue of said
act of April 16th, 1S62.
